ued unchecked. 
The subsidence of the 


bog seems to have been an extraor- 
dinary affair. 
There were 
terrible 


storms through the night, and about 
three o'clock in the morning the peo 
pie of the district were alarmed by an 
nnnsnal rninbling, which they feared 
was caused by aA earthquake. 


The bog, which was believed to be 


fifty feet deep, and. which long sup- 
plied the whole 
neighborhood with 


peat, was moved for several miles, 
gweeping through Flisk valley and 
emptying peat, carcasses of cows, sheep 
and donkeys and debris of houses into 
Lake Killarney. 
People in advance of 


the slide have fled in terror. A cordon 
of guards have been placed aronnd the 
slide to prevent loss of life. 
Houses 


in the vicinity have been thrown open 
to receive hundreds of people who have 
been rendered homeless by the disaster. 


The sliding of the bog is accom- 


panied by a roar like that of the ocean 
and carries death and destruction in its 
path. Bridges, roads, farms and houses 
are carried away aud the damage will 
amount to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 
Several lives have been lost 


and many are reported missing.

FAMINE 


Has Joined Hands With the 


Sword in Unhappy Cuba. 


Ten Thousand Victims of Small-Pox 


in the Province of Havana. 


Hunger's Victims Number Thousands— 


Sick Soldiers Without Medical Attend- 


ance— Hospital So Crowded That 


Doctors Mu»t Neglect I*atlent8. 


HAVANA, Dec.29.—Famine has joined 


hands with the sword and with pesti- 
lence, and hundreds arc dying daily of 
starvation. Under Weylers orders the 
pacificos in the country districts are 
crowding into the towns. Deprived of 
the meager necessaries which they 
have obtained by tilling their farms, 
they arc forced to beg or die. 
The sit- 


uation is appalling. 


Owing to the vigilance of army 


officers, the true state of affairs is being 
suppressed, but from reports reaching 
here by the underground route from 
the country districts, matters are grow- 
ing worse daily. 


In one district alone in the Pinar del 


Rio province, comprising four or five 
towns, '3,500 people are said to have 
died of starvation in tho past two 
months. Except in certain limited lo- 
calities practically no farming is being 
done. 


Added to this, smallpox is spreading 


rapidly in the thickly populated towns 
by reason of the influx from the coun- 
try. 
In Havana province alone 10,000 


citizens are down with this terrible 
disease. 
* 


Besides this, Havana's hospitals con- 


tain 18,000 to 20,000 siclc Spanish sold- 
iers, mostly suffering from smallpox, 
although some are wounded aud some 
have yellow fever. 
The cool weather 


lately has checked the spread of yel- 
low fever, but it seems only to have 
made the smallpox worse. 


Owing to the crowded condition of 


the hospitals many are' dying from 
lack of medical attention. 
It is esti- 


mated that the deaths in the army hos- 
pitals are from 50 to 00 a day. 


When sick soldiers are brought from 


the country to Havana they are dump- 
ed at the dock. 
Many of them are 


without money, and they arc compelled 
to beg on this streets, or walk tsvo 
miles to the hospital. There the lack 
of surgeons gives ouly one doctor to 
200 patients. 


All these things combined with the 


heroic stand of the patriots and the 
lack of Spanish funds, arc bringing 
about a crisis. 
Weylcr's recall is not 


improbable if he shall not subdue Pi- 
nar del Rio province in 20 days, as he 
stated to two Scripps-McRac league 
correspondents in an interview, and 
as was later cabled to Spain. 


Rumors reaching here from Spain say 


that the governmcatexpccts him to ac- 
complish something or resign, The 
friction between the army and navy 
forces is another cause of dissatisfac- 
tion in Spain with the Weyler regime.

A LANDSLIDE. 


Great JDjiraage to 
Property In County 


Kerry, Ireland— At Least 
Nine 
Lives 


Lost. 
DUBLIN, Dec. 29.—A landslide has 


occurred near Rathmore, county Ker- 
ry, doing great damage to property 
and causing the loss of at least nine 
lives. 
Heavy rains have fallen in that 


1 part of Ireland lately with the result 


'. that some places that are generally 
i dry now resemble great 
morasses. 


! Near Rathmore there is an eminence 


i about a thousand feet high, known as 


Roy Hill, and it was here that the land- 
slide occurred. The rains percolating 
through the ground gradually loos 
ened a huge mass of earth and on 
Sunday night, apparently without the 
slightest warning, a large part of the 
burfaco of the hill began to slide 
toward the valley. 
Gaining momen. 


turn as it moved, it swept downward 
with a roaring sound, carrying rocks 
trees and everything before it for 
miles. 
In some places the path of the 


landslide was a mile wide, and as it 
moved along it buried everything, en- 
tirely changing the aspectof the section 
over which it passed. The residence of 
Mr. Donnelly, steward of Lord Ken- 
mare, one of whose seats, Killarney 
house, is at Killarney, was engulfed in 
the mass of earth and debris and all of 
its occupants, Mr. Donnelly, his wife 
and seven children, were killed. It 
is supposed that the house was swept 
from its foundations by the crushing 
mass, overturned, and buried to a 
great depth. As its present location is 
not known, it is hardly probable that 
the bodies will be recovered. 


All the cattle, pigs and horses on the 


place were also buried and there is 
now a scene of utter desolation where 
on Sunday stood the neat dwelling and 
outbuildings of Mr. Donnelly. 


The movementof the landslide was to 


the southwest in the direction of the 
river Flesk, into 
which 
a 
large 


portion of the earth slipped, blocking 
it up. The current of the river was 
employed in running dynamos, -which 
furnished electric light for the Kerry 
Lunatic asylum and some buildings in 
Killarney. The blocking of the river, 
of course, stopped the current and ren- 
dered the dynamos temporarily use- 
less. All.the buildings using the light 
from this source were plunged into 
darkness, and it was some time before 
other lights could be obtained. 


The part of the hill where the slide 


began was a bog and much of the 
earth that moved was very soft. Huge 
quantities plunged into the river, and 
there is danger of the back water flood- 
ing the country around about unless 
the current is able to carry the debris 
down with it. If anybody was pass- 
ing along the road at the time the 
slide passed over the highways they 
| would surely have been buried. There 
' have been no reports of anybody being 


missing, and on this is based the belief 
that there was no loss of life outside 
the Donnelly family.

THE USEFUL WASP. 


A Swarm of Them Kill Four Hundred to 


Five Hundred Flies In Twenty Minuton. 
By common agreement the wasp is 


accepted as emblematical of irritability 
and petty malignity; but even this 
much-abused 
hymenopterous insect 


plays a beneficial part in the work of 
nature. 


A number of wasps were seen by Mr. 


R. M. Barrington, an Irish naturalist, 
buzzing about his cows. Closer inspec- 
tion revealed that they were all busy 
catching flics, and pouncing with the 
rapidity of hawks a.fter birds on tho 
flies as they tried to settle or rest on 
some favorite part of the cow. 
One- 


white cow drew more wasps than any 
of the others, because the moment a 
fly alighted it was seen at once against 
the skin. When, a wasp catches a fly 
it immediately bites off both wings, 
sometimes a leg or two, and occasional- 
ly the head. 


Mr. Barri ngton saw some of the wasps 


when laden with one fly catch another, 
without letting go the first, and then 
fly away with both. There was a con- 
stant stream of wasps carrying away 
fl ics, probably to feed the larvae in their 
nests, and returning again to the cows 
to ratch more. In about 20 minutes 
Mr. Barrington estimated that between 
300 and 400 flies were caught on two 
cows lying close to where he. stood. 
Perhaps this narrative of good deeds 
necomplished will lead people to think 
more leniently of the vices of the wasp.
